FBI FOIPA Addendum 


As referenced in our letter responding to your Freedom of Information/Privacy Acts (FOIPA) request, the FBI FOIPA Addendum 
includes information applicable to your request. Part 1 of the Addendum includes standard responses that apply to all 
requests. Part 2 includes additional standard responses that apply to all requests for records on individuals. Part 3 includes 
general information about FBI records.

Part 1: The standard responses below apply to all requests: 

(i) 5 U.S.C. § 552(c). Congress excluded three categories of law enforcement and national security records from the 
requirements of the FOIA [5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & Supp. IV (2010)]. FBI responses are limited to those records 
subject to the requirements of the FOIA. Additional information about the FBI and the FOIPA can be found on the 
www.fbi gov/foia website. 

(ii) National Security/Intelligence Records. The FBI can neither confirm nor deny the existence of national security and 
foreign intelligence records pursuant to FOIA exemptions (b)(1), (b)(3), and PA exemption (j)(2) as applicable to requests 
for records about individuals [5 U.S.C. §§ 552/552a (b)(1), (b)(3), and (j)(2); 50 U.S.C § 3024(i)(1)]. The mere 
acknowledgment of the existence or nonexistence of such records is itself a classified fact protected by FOIA exemption 
(b)(1) and/or would reveal intelligence sources, methods, or activities protected by exemption (b)(3) [50 USC § 

3024(i)(1)]. This is a standard response and should not be read to indicate that national security or foreign intelligence 
records do or do not exist. 

Part 2: The standard responses below apply to all requests for records on individuals: 

(i) Requests for Records about any Individual—Watch Lists. The FBI can neither confirm nor deny the existence of 
any individual’s name on a watch list pursuant to FOIA exemption (b)(7)(E) and PA exemption 0(2) [5 U.S.C. §§ 

552/552a (b)(7)(E), 0(2)]. This is a standard response and should not be read to indicate that watch list records do or 
do not exist. 

(ii) Requests for Records for Incarcerated Individuals. The FBI can neither confirm nor deny the existence of records 
which could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any incarcerated individual pursuant to 
FOIA exemptions (b)(7)(E), (b)(7)(F), and PA exemption 0(2) [5 U.S.C. §§ 552/552a (b)(7)(E), (b)(7)(F), and (j)(2)]. 

This is a standard response and should not be read to indicate that such records do or do not exist. 

Part 3: General Information: 

(i) Record Searches. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for reasonably described records by 
searching those systems or locations where responsive records would reasonably be found. Most requests are satisfied 
by searching the Central Records System (CRS), an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, , 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled and maintained by the FBI in the course of fulfilling its 
dual law enforcement and intelligence mission as well as the performance of agency administrative and personnel. 
functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization and encompasses the records of FBI Headquarters (FBIHQ), FBI 
Field Offices, and FBI Legal Attache Offices (Legats) worldwide. A CRS search includes Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) 
records. 

(ii) FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this 
dual mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on 
every person, subject, or entity. 

(iii) Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks - often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheets. These criminal 
history records are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a 
listing of information taken from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal 
employment, naturalization, or military service. For a fee, individuals can request a copy of their Identity History 
Summary Check. Forms and directions can be accessed at www.fbi.qov/about-us/ciis/identitv-historv-summarv-checks . 
Additionally, requests can be submitted electronically at www.edo.ciis.gov . For additional information, please contact

(iv) The National Name Check Program (NNCP). The mission of NNCP is to analyze and report information in response to 
name check requests received from federal agencies, for the purpose of protecting the United States from foreign and 
domestic threats to national security. Please be advised that this is a service provided to other federal agencies. Private 
citizens cannot request a name check.

(A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 
policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency; 

specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute (A) requires that the matters 
be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for withholding or refers

inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with

records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes, but only to the extent that the production of such law enforcement records or 
information ( A ) could reasonably be expected to interfere with enforcement proceedings, ( B ) would deprive a person of a right to a fair 
trial or an impartial adjudication, ( C ) could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, ( D ) could 
reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any private 
institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any

On May 10, 1966 , Florence Fitzgibbon, Charter 
Manager,, Jamaica Bus Company, New York City, advised that 
she had heard on a television program that a group, believed 
to be the Mattachine Society, Incorporated, was planning 
a large demonstration on May 21, 1966 , at either*Washington, D.C. 
or Albany, New York. The purpose of this demonstration was 
to protest the fact that homosexuals are not being taken 
Into the Army.

By means of a pretext interview with DibS^TSTEsch, 
who identified himself as President o f the Ma ttachi ne 
Society,^Incorporated, of "New York, 1133 Broadway, New York 
CTtypT'jfi was ascertained on May 1 6 , 1961 , that the Mattachine 
'Society, Incorporated, is not planning any demonstration 
at any location for May 21, 1966 . However, Mr. Leitsch 
advised that the Mattachine Society, Incorporated, is planning 
a demonstration for July 4, 1966 , at Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The purpose of this demonstration 
is to protest “the alleged fact that homosexuals are excluded 
from the protection of the First Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States and to demand that homosexuals be given 
the protection of the First Amendment. 

Mr. Leitsch further advised that the Mattachine 
Society, Incorporated, of New York, will hold its next 
meeting on May 18, 1966 , at 8:15 P.M., at the Freedom House, 

20 West 40th. Street, New York City. These meetings are held 
on an irregular basis and the next meeting after May 18, 1966 , 
will be sometime in June, 1966 .
